La acusación. que CalSTRS 
presentó ayer ante el Tribunal Su- 
perior de San Francisco (Califor- 
nia), nombra explícitamente al 
fundador de Qwest, Philip Ans- 
chutz, y al antiguo director eje- 
cutivo, Joseph Nacchio, alegando 
que contribuyeron a falsear la si- 
tuación económica de la empresa. 

Adicionalmente, CalSTRS 
denunció que Anschutz se llevó 
más de 1,900 millones de la com- 
pañía y Nacchio unos 228 millo- 
nes de dólares.

The United States possesses 
the most powerful weapons the 
world has ever known, yet Ameri- 
cans don't feel secure. We are 
afraid. Very afraid. 

We're one step removed from 
living in a permanent state of fear, 
with color codes to tell us when 
to hide under our beds.

We tear “blowback” trom the des- 
pots we've supported and the 
thousands of terrorists we've 
trained. And we're training more. 

More than anything. we're 
afraid of the dark 
Arabs and Muslims, 
Southeast Asians and East Indi- 


the dark ones 
among us - 
ans. American Indians, on the 
other hand, are loathed because 
they remind Americans of whose 
homeland we're actually living on. 
Mexicans. and Central and South 
Americans are also loathed be- 
cause Americans secretly see 
them as Indians ... or as mongrels. 
We tear 


being overrun by brown hordes 


We fear difference 


and call for the securing of our 
southern border. We can’t find 
many terrorists in the USA, so we 
arrest suspicious-looking aliens 
Working at airports. It assuages 
our fears. That's why Americans 
also endorse massive roundups of 
Arabs/Muslims and Mexicans, 
and sanction border/military 
checkpoints far from any border 

We fear black and 


young 


brown men, and so our judicial 
system selectively targets them. 
We clamor for bigger prisons and 
bigger walls around our neighbor- 
hoods. We fear our neighbors, 
whom we don't even know. 

We also now fear the First 
Amendment. The government has 
convinced us that the Constitution 
“Is not a suicide pact,” supposedly 
making our rights expendable. We 
fear debate, dissent and opposi- 
tion, and we encourage censor- 
ship. We also fear ideas that chal- 
lenge sacred ... cowboys. 

Overnight, the government 
has imposed a culture of secrecy 
and fear upon us so it can play the 
strongman. We now have a De- 
partment of Homeland Security 
and a parallel government and le- 
gal system. (How long before 
there are Homeland Security 
agents?) And we delude ourselves 
into believing it’s just Ashcroft. 
And those who would speak out 
against this insanity resort to self- 
censorship. 

We're surrendering our most 
sacred rights because the govern- 
ment has convinced us that the 
war against terror demands it and 
that the war is lawful.

San Francisco—Before Sep- 
tember 11, 2001. you saw them 
everywhere — in hard hats on 
construction sites, manning land- 
scape crews or splattered in paint, 
sprucing up the faces of houses in 
cities and small towns. 

Today these immigrants for 
hire. who do everything from iay- 
ing bricks to pruning roses, are 
struggling under a sputtering 
economy and the harsh glare of 
the burgeoning U.S. homeland 
security apparatus. 

They are called day laborers. 
and along with other recent im- 
migrants, accounted for half of the 
people entering the labor force in 
the 1990s. 

Along the West Coast. day 
labor work has declined by half 
in recent months, according to ad- 
vocates. While exact numbers are 
hard to determine, the General Ac- 
counting Office — the investiga- 
tive arm of Congress — reported 
this year there were 260,000 day 
laborers nationwide. 

“The work is drying up.” says 
San Francisco day laborer Daniel 
Rosas Romero, 42. Even though 
many have given up and returned 
home, newly unemployed immi- 
grants turn up everyday, he adds. 

And now, with security a 
dominant theme of government, 


ordinary citizens are looking at the 
workers with suspicion. "We now 
feel the racism is coming at us 
from all sides.” including from 
reluctant employers and city resi- 
dents who feel emboldened to lash 
out against day laborers, says 
Rosas, who entered the country 
illegally early in 2001. 

According to the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. which 
says it has stepped up “removal” 
proceedings since Sept. 11, 
314,000 undocumented immi- 
grants are scheduled for deporta- 
tion. Of that number. 90 percent 
are from Mexico, followed by 
Honduras, El Salvador and the 
Dominican 

Republic. This is the pool 
from which day laborers are 
drawn. Wrapped in a puffy win- 
ter jacket, Rosas stands on a street 
corner and watches as fellow la- 
borers rush a truck that stops to 
collect human cargo. 

From the tangle of men - 
mostly undocumented Central 
Americans and Mexicans — a 
handful are chosen for low-wage 
drywalling and moving jobs. 

Unlike most undocumented 
persons who try to avoid attract- 
ing attention, day laborers must 
make themselves conspicuous to 
find work. All along Cesar Chavez 
St. in San Francisco. the workers 
appear at dawn, often stretching 
sore limbs after nights spent un- 
der bridges or in shelters. 

In the Los Angeles area, po- 
lice departments report a post- 
Sept. 11 increase in demands the 
laborers be removed, according to

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Un derecho que sigue en espera

bria mejor regalo para los mi- 
llones de mexicanos que viven 
lejos de su tierra, que el obtener 
el tan esperado “derecho al voto 
desde el extranjero”, que por años 
han pedido a su gobierno.

El nerviosismo del entonces 
“partido oficial” se debía entre 
otras cosas, a la popularidad de 
representantes del PRD el Partido 
de la Revolución Democrática, 
como el Ing. Cuauhtémoc Cárde- 
nas, quien en varias Ocasiones 
visitó ciudades de la Unión Ame- 
ricana como Los Ángeles, San 
José, Chicago, San Antonio y 
Nueva York, en donde los mexi- 
canos forman la mayoría de in- 
migrantes. 

Fui testigo de cómo, en mayo 
de 1988, campesinos mexicanos 
que laboraban en condiciones la- 
mentables de vivienda en los te- 
rrenos de la Universidad de Stan- 
ford, recibían con gran entusias- 
mo la visita del ingeniero, cuando 
realizaba su campaña como can- 
didato a la presidencia. 

Sin embargo. ahora que Mé- 
xico vive importantes capítulos de 
su novedosa democracia, sería 
interesante ver la reacción del 
ahora “partido de oposición” el 
PRI. 

Confiado quiza en el desen- 
canto que ha sufrido la imagen del 
presidente Vicente Fox ante va- 
rios sectores de la sociedad, aun- 
que esta baja no afecte directa- 
mente a los que viven en el exte- 
rior y menos en Estados Unidos, 


el PRI anunció en noviembre que 
impulsará el voto de mexicanos 
en el extranjero rumbo a las elec- 
ciones del 2006. 

Javier Sánchez, Coordinador 
de Asuntos Internacionales del 
Comité Ejecutivo Nacional del 
tricolor, y Heriberto Galindo, 
secretario del Consejo Técnico, 
en el Consejo Político nacional, 
dijeron ante la prensa mexicana 
que “ya se pidió a los legisladores 
priístas que trabajen en las ini- 
ciativas legales necesarias para 
este fin”. 

Ambos coincidieron en que 
“es decisión de la dirigencia na- 
cional impulsar el voto de los 
mexicanos fuera del país y crear 
toda una estructura de apoyo para 
que tengan plenitud sus derechos 
como mexicanos en donde estén”. 

Sánchez y Galindo subra- 
yaron la aportación que hacen a 
la economía nacional los mi- 
grantes que trabajan al norte de 
México, al enviar a sus familias 
remesas anuales que están entre 
los $9 mil y $10 mil millones de 
dólares. 

Sin embargo, las buenas in- 
tenciones del PRI, podrian que- 
darse sólo ahí, asi como en la lista 
de regalos para el buen “Santa 
Claus”. 

José Woldenberg, Consejero 
Presidente del Instituto Federal 
Electoral dijo que ** para permitir 
el voto de mexicanos en Estados 
Unidos se requiere aplicar lineal- 
mente la ley electoral”. El titular 
del IFE explicó que para realizar 
este proceso, sería necesario ins- 
talar más de nueve mil casillas. 
Se requeriría también la presencia 
de nueve mil funcionarios elec- 
torales, algo que según él, “difi- 
cultaría este ejercicio electoral”. 

Al participar en agosto pa- 
sado en el “Coloquio Internacio- 
nal sobre el Voto de Mexicanos 
en el Extranjero”, ante especialis- 
tas y senadores de los principales 
partidos políticos en México el 
PRI, el PAN y el PRD, Wolden- 
berg consideró que la mejor al- 
ternativa seria el realizar un voto 
sin padron electoral pero con cre- 
dencial de elector o los sufragios 
a distancia, para hacer válidos los 
votos de quienes viven fuera de 
México. 

Antes de elevar las expecta- 
tivas de poder ofrecer el tan bus- 
cado “derecho al voto de mexi- 
canos en el exterior”, deberán lle- 
varse a cabo las modificaciones 
necesarias a la ley, especificando 
los lineamientos que determinen 
la metodología y logística del 
proceso.

Once upon a time, surely long 


| before you were born, people 
| walked on the Moon. With an ex- 


cellent telescope, you might see 
some of the stuff the astronauts 
left behind from the six Apollo 
Moon landings: the six American 
flags, the six bags of tools and 
garbage, the three lunar rovers, 
or—with a really outstanding tele- 
scope—the 2 golf balls! 

It took the biggest rocket ever 
built to get the astronauts to the 
Moon. The Saturn V rocket was 
363 feet high—taller than the 
Statue of Liberty and almost as 
high as a 40-story skyscraper! 

So why did these amazing 
trips to the Moon all take place so 
long ago? Why haven't people 
gone back to the Moon, Mars, and 
beyond? 

The Apollo missions were 
very difficult and very expensive. 
Before people could go further

“La Posada Mágica,” escrita 
por el dramaturgo chicano Octa- 
vio Solis, es una amalgama de 
fantasía y realidad. Presentada por 
Teatro Visión en el teatro de la 
Plaza de la Herencia Mexicana, 
la obra que debutó el 7 de di- 
ciembre, está magistralmente 
dirigida por Wilma Bonet, tiene 
música alegre, escrita por Marcos 
Loya y dirigida por Felipe Ro- 
dríguez, y actores excelentes.

Pancho Villa, sometime out- 


law and sometime folk hero, so 
the saying goes, was “hated by 
thousands and loved by millions.” 
The mere mention of his name 
conjures up tales of daring and 
kindness, treachery and lawless- 
ness. Like Robin Hood, who stole 
from the rich and gave to the poor, 
Villa helped northern Mexico's 
less fortunate, and they repaid him 
by keeping his name alive in leg- 
ends. Some call him half-man 
half-wolf, others the Centaur of 
the North. 

One of the few things about 
Villa’s life that most historians 
agree upon is that he was born in 
1878, in San Juan del Rio in the 
State of Durango, on Rancho de 
la Coyotoda, owned by the Lopez 
Negrete family, to his sharecrop- 
per parents Agustin Arango and 
Micaela Arambula. They baptized 
him Doroteo Arango 

The legends begin on Sep- 
tember 22, 1894 when he was 16 
years old. According to Villa 
vears later, as he dictated his au- 
toblography to his secretary, 
Manuel Bauche Alcalde, “this ts 
when the tragedy of my life be- 
eins.” After his father died, 
Doroteo became the head of his 
family, working as a sharecrop- 
per on the Hacienda de Gogojito. 
Coming home from work one day 
he found his mother and the ranch 
owner, Lopez Negrete, arguing. 
The ranch owner apparently de- 
sired certain “favors” from 
Doroteo's |2-year old sister, 
Martina. Doroteo became angry 
and shot Negrete inthe foot, then

fled into the Sierra de la Silla to 
evade the rurales, President 
Porfirio Diaz's notorious rural po- 
lice. Thus he began life as an out- 
law and the legends began. 

He soon became a cattle rus- 
tler and later joined a band of rus- 
tlers led by a man named Fran- 
cisco “Pancho” Villa. In one of 
their many skirmishes with the 
law, the rurales surprised them 
and killed Francisco. Doroteo 
then took command of the gang 
and also assumed

He may have done this to throw 
off those who hunted him for 
shooting the hacienda owner or he 
may have done this to insure his 
authority over the group. But from 
that time on he became known as 
Francisco “Pancho” Villa. 

By the time he was 20, Villa 
had moved northward to Chihua- 
hua, working on and off as a 
miner in Parral while selling sto- 
len cattle in Chihuahua. In 1899 
he returned to mining, this time 
in Santa Eulalia near Chihuahua, 
but he soon tired of the laborer’s 

life and added bank robbery 
to cattle rustling and murder 
on his list of crimes. 
Other legends say Villa 
became the idol of peasants 
during his outlaw period from 
1900-1909. They tell of how he 
and his gang would attack rich ha- 
ciendas and distribute the loot to 
the poor peasants. Other stories 
tell of Villa stealing cattle herds 
for the poor so they 
would have meat to 
feed their fami- 
lies. They say

Legends say that when Villa 
found a traitor in his midst, he 
would quickly kill him and his 
brothers. He would then hunt 
down the remaining male mem- 
bers of the traitor’s family until 
he exterminated them all. Villa 
also made many enemies, some of 
whom may have plotted against 
him in later years. 

Villa ruled over northern 
Mexico like a medieval warlord. 
He financed his “army” by steal- 
ing from the endless herds of 
cattle in northern Mexico and sell- 
ing the beef north of the border,

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The Legends of Pancho Villa 


Their anger finally erupted into 
violence. The revolutionaries 
quickly organized and elected 
their military leaders. 

They elected Pancho Villa, 
then working as a butcher, as First 
Commander, leading 28 men. The 
32-year-old Villa, had much ex- 
perience leading men who had but 
one goal in mind, victory. Villa 
also had the reputation of being 
one of Mexico's best gunfighters. 
One of his friends later said, “His 
gun was more important to him 
than eating or sleeping.” 

Quickly seen as a guerrilla 
fighter, Villa became one of the 
most important military leaders of 
the Mexican Revolution, becom- 
PAR sr 
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the biggest and bloodiest battle of 
the Revolution. 

After the fighting, a witness 
reported seeing hundreds of dead 
bodies and dead horses in the 
streets. Survivors collected nearly 
1,000 bodies and piled them up 
high. Villa’s soldiers took about 
500 federal troops, who had sur- 
rendered, to a cemetery and shot 
each one in the head one by one. 
In the end 6,000 federal troops, 
1.000 revolutionaries, and a large 
number of civilians had been 
killed or injured. 

Villa continued his victorious 
assaults against the federal troops 
for several more years more. 

Villa became a sort of folk 
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At one point, Villa printed his own currency because the Mexican economy 


was in such poor shape. 


ing the first to defeat government 
soldiers. Villa’s contingent soon 
numbered 500 as his men won 
continual battles. 

Villa and “the golden Ones.” 
his ferocious cavalry, would at- 
tack, firing accurately at a full 
gallop from their charging horses 
in the style of warfare perfected 
by the Apache and Comanches 
who their fathers had fought a 
generation earlier. 

The battle for Torreon made 
Villa a national leader. By this 
time he led 16,000 revolutionary 
soldiers, who attacked night and 
day using bloody hand-to-hand 
combat. 

The Battle of Zacatecas was

The flocked to Northern 
Mexico to record his battles— 
many of which he staged for the 
cameras. One time he hammed it 
up for movie photographers in the 
streets of Ojinaga. while stocking 
up on American military supplies. 

Furious that merchants in 
Columbus, New Mexico, had re- 
neged on their promise of weap- 
ons and ammunition, he attacked 
the town in March 1916. 

The clincher, though, was the 
terrible act that had occurred in 
El Paso, Texas, just two days ear- 
lier. According to reports from the 
time. some 20 Mexicans had been

arrested by the local police, who 
then soaked them with kerosene 
to delouse them. Someone then 
set fire to the men. It was never 
proven whether the fire was an 
accident or not. However, all 20 
Mexicans were burned alive. Af- 
ter hearing this story, Villa's sol- 
diers were now ready to fight the 
entire American army. 

At 4:45 A.M. on March 9, 
Villa’s men rode into Columbus. 
firing into the army barracks, 
catching the American soldiers by 
surprise. Another group later rode 
into town shooting into houses 
and at any civilian who came out. 
The Villistas then charged into a 
hotel and killed four guests.

Today, most Mexicans re- 
member Pancho Villa with pride 
for having led the most important 
ballitary camparens of the Revo 
lution. in which his troops were 
Victorious as far south as Za- 
catecas and Mexico City. as fat 
castas Tampico. and as far west 
as Casas Grandes. 

\fter two U.S. Army “pun: 
live expeditions” into Mexico in 
1916 and 1919 failed to route 
Villa. the Mexican government re- 
tired Villa with “twenty-five thou 
sand acres of the Canutillo lands 
in northern Durango.” His men re- 
cerved lands at Rio Conchos and 
military pay for one year 

Now, in his home state ol 
Durango, he found himself the 
owner of What could easily be 
seen as a vast hacienda. Villa had 
made a transition from peasant to 
rich land owner. However. Villa 
would not forget the hard lessons 
that he learned as a voung man on 


the infamously cruel system of the 
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haciendas. Villa would not make 
the same mistakes. 

He attempted tremendous 
agrarian reform on his land. First. 
he studied the new, American 
techniques of contour plowing 
and crop rotation. His agrarian 
reform went one step further to 
include not only the crops. but 
also the people who tended the 
crops. Villa remembered the un 
fair economics used by the haci 
enda owners and made refreshing 
changes. j 

He founded a bank which 
readily made loans to farmers 
The loans were provided with un 
commonly low interest rates. The 


low rates allowed the farmers to 


buy the necessary tools and seeds 


of gold which he planned to use 
to pay his ranch staff and was 
driving through the city in his 
black Dodge roadster when seven 
riflemen fired 150 shots in just 
two minutes into his car To this 
dav its not Known for certain who 
ordered the killing.

Like any big city, the traffic has 
its peaks and its frustrations, but 
don't ever let this prevent you 
from visiting. That would be like 
saying you wouldn't ever go to 
Disneyland because of the Los 
Angeles gridlock. 

Unlike L.A., Mexico City has 
an amazing multi-structured and 
economical transit system with 
inexpensive taxis, fast buses, and 
an efficient metro. One has only 
to plan the itinerary in a manner 
that visits the various sites by 
zone. Although there are no mu- 
nicipalities in the Federal District, 
there are sixteen political districts 
and various “colonias, ” or distinct 
neighborhoods. Mexico City is so 
large; moving around by sector is 
the most efficient and, ultimately, 
most enjoyable way to use your 
time. Remember, too, that muse- 
ums are usually closed on Mon- 
days. 

Mexico City is a sophisticated 
city with all the elements and ex- 
citement of a world-class esca- 
pade.

A Pennsylvania state 
trooper turned the workers over to 
immigration authorities. One was 
deported; two others are awaiting 
deportation hearings, including 
Julieta Bolivar, 33, who may be 
returned to Bolivia after 17 years 
in the United States. Her three 
children are U.S. citizens. 

In Maryland, a major day la- 
bor center closed during the 
Washington D.C.-area sniper 
shootings. fearing workers would 


be shot or caught in the dragnet. 

Rep. Luis Gutierrez (D-III.) 
introduced a September bill set- 
ting safeguards for day laborers, 
but observers reckon it has no 
chance in a Republican Congress. 
This year, the Mexican Legal De- 
fense and Education Fund won 
court cases against anti-day labor 
laws in two California cities. 

Some San Francisco laborers 
now are being warned or even 
ticketed by police, who say they 
disrupt traffic. 

Renee Saucedo, an attorney 
for the nonprofit La Raza Centro 
Legal, which manages the San 
Francisco Day Labor Program, 
intimates that racism is at work. 
“T think it's about scapegoating a 
community that you perceive as 
being vulnerable.” 

The city has frozen financial 
aid to the program, claiming it is 
poorly administered and hurts, not 
helps, day laborers. 

Some business owners and 
homeowners say the workers de- 
press property prices and com- 
merce. 

Francisco Miranda, 37, a le- 
gal U.S. resident, was laid off 
from United Parcel Service last 
year and now waits for work at 


pick-up points. He says that it | 


used to be enough to have an ad- 
dress and a social security num- 
ber to get work, but now employ- 
ers are reluctant to hire Latinos. 
‘In these times of war and terror- 
ism, you have to tell them every- 
thing... The situation is tough.”
